Please amend the claims as follows: 

1. (Currently Amended) An umbrella storage apparatus comprising: 
anapparatus main body, 

a supporting member arranged with a longitudinal dir e ction-thereof directing in a 
direction intersecting with an up and down direction and with a basal part thereof 
support e d on said apparatus main body, having a basal end part rotatably 
disposed at an upper end of a supporting column: and 

a plurality of umbrella retaining locks disposed , sid e by side, on along at least one side 
part of said the supporting membe r; and along said longitudinal direction of said 
supporting m e mb e r and adapted to r e tain a part - to - bo retain e d of th e umbr e lla, 

a cosmetic cover rotatable between an open position and a closed position, wherein the 
cosmetic cover, when in the open position, allows the supporting member to 
rotate between a use position and a receipt position, and when in the closed 
position, covers the supporting member in the receipt position: 

wherein, when the support member is in the receipt position, at least one of the umbrella 
retaining locks attaches to the supporting column. 

wherein th e basal e nd part of said supporting - member is rotatably support e d on said 
apparatus main body about a horizontal axis between a use position where the 
longitudinal direction of said supporting member is directed in a direction 
intersecting with the up and down d ir e o tion - and a receipt position where the di s tal 
end part is located generally downward— of the basal end part and the - entire 
supporting member is disposed gen e ra ll y along -s aid apparatus main body, said 
apparatus main body is rotatably providcd - with a cosmetic cover, said cosmetie 
cov e r can rotate b e tw ee n an open position and a closed position, said cosmetic 
cover, wh e n located in the open position; allow s said supporting member to rotate 
betwe e n th e use position and th e receipt position - and wh e n locat e d in the closed 
position, cov e rs said supporting member located ' in th e r e c e iving position and 
s aid umbrella r e taining lock in co action with said apparatus main body. 
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2. (Currently Amended) An umbrella storage apparatus according to claim 1, wherein said 
apparatus main body the supporting colum n compris es a pair of opposing side parts, is 
provided at least at one sid e part thereof with a reference plane directing in an arrangement 
direction orthogonal to an up and down direction and a longitudinal direction of said 
supporting member, and said reference plane is arranged to be separated by a predetermined 
distanc e or mor e in th e arrang e ment dir e ction from said umbr e lla retaining lock.

direction of the apparatus main body: and 

a plurality of umbrella retaining locks disposed , side by sid e , on along at least one side 
parts part of said the supporting members along said longitudinal dir e ction of said 
supporting - m e m ber and eaeh adapted to retain a part-to-be-retained of the an 
umbrella [[,]]; and -sai d -s upporting m e mb e rs are mutually spac e dly arranged in the 

wherein a gap is formed between said mutually adjacent two supporting members and 
extends in the longitudinal direction of the supporting members: and an extension 
part of said gap downward by a predetermined distance are open - forward in the 

wherein said plurality of supporting members are arranged in mutual ly p arallel relat i on 
wherein said the apparatus main body comprises a pair of opposing side parts, is 
provided at least at one side part thereof in the separation direction of said 
plurality of supporting members with a r e f e r e nce plane directing toward the 
outside in the ■ separation - direction- - s aid — r e f ere n ce plane is arrang e d to b e 
s e parated outward by a predetermined ■ distanoo-or — more from said umbr e lla 
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retaining lock adjacent the inner side in the separation direction with respect to 
said reference plane.

7. (Currently Amended) An umbrella storage apparatus according to claim 4, wherein said the 
apparatus main body includ e s comprises a plurality of first supporting column parts mutually 
spacedly arranged on a horizonta l s traight line and vertically erected, and a plurality of 
second supporting column parts* a rranged in opposing relation on a straight-line — parallel to 
said straight line on-whieh s aid plurality of supporting column parts arc arranged and 
vertically erected, and wherein the basal end parts and the distal end parts of said the 
supporting members are supported on said mutually opposing the first supporting column 
parts and said the second supporting column parts, respectively. 

8. (Currently Amended) An umbrella storage apparatus according to claim 7, wherein at least 
an upper part of a gap is formed between sai4 mutually adjacent second supporting column 
parts is open forward and extends in the longitudinal direction of said the supporting 
members.

10. (Currently Amended) An umbrella storage apparatus according to claim 4, wherein sai4 the 
apparatus main body include s comprises two parallel supporting column parts arranged to be 
separated from each othcr - in the horizontal direction and with th e ir longitudinal direction 
directing in the up and down direction and a retaining member , wherein whose opposite end 
parts of the retaining member in th e longitudinal direction are supported by sakl the two 
supporting column part s, r e spectiv e ly, and the said plurality - o f supporting members are 
arrang e d to b e separated from e ach oth e r in th e longitudinal direction of said spaced along 
the retaining member, and the basal end parts of said the supporting members are retained by 
saM die retaining member. 
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12. (Currently Amended) An umbrella storage apparatus according to claim 1, wherein said the 
umbrella retaining look includes locks are comprised of: 

a lock main body attached to a side part of said the supporting member and formed in a 
front surface - part thereof - iaeing - sMeward - of said supporting member with the 
lock main body having a receiving recess extending upward and downward and 
epeft opening sideward of said the supporting member, and the receiving recess 
having a depth direction normal to the longitudinal direction of the supporting
